operations centre on the north side of 
the fire hall at 3 Killaly St. 

An environmental assessment needs 
to be completed, the property will 
need to be rezoned and a request for 
proposals will have to be issued, said 
Ward 3 Coun. Frank Danch, council’s 
representative on the committee work¬ 
ing towards the development of a new 
operations centre. 

With the Oct. 27 municipal election 
looming, Danch said there isn’t much 
time to complete that work before con¬ 
centre falls short of meeting the city’s 

“You know what, that place is dis¬ 
gusting,” Danch said. “It truly is. We 
have to do something. It’s long over- 

Danch said building a new opera- 
a councillor. 

Although cost estimates for a new 
operations centre are as high as $11 
million, that exceeds the amount of 
money Danch said he’s comfortable 
spending on the project. 

He said the city should be able to 
create a facility that meets its needs 
without spending that much money on 


it, and once it's complete it will lead to 

"You’ll have indoor storage for 
trucks, which is really important.” 

Danch said ground fuel tanks 
recently purchased for $250,000 will 
be relocated to the new facility. City 
vehicles, including fire trucks next 
door, won’t have to travel across town 

Mayor Vance Badawey said the city 
has been able to move forward with 
many capital works projects during 
the past six to eight years, using fund¬ 
ing leveraged from the sale of its hydro 

25 years of capital work now with very 
little impact for the taxpayer,” he said. 
“Yes, we took a bit of debt on here and 
there, but not as much as we would 
have taken on if we never had that lev¬ 
eraged funding." 

The Killaly St. location is one of six 
sites the city considered. Others were 
Invertose Dr., two sites off Hwy. 140, 
the existing site at 11 King St., and 
near Allied Marine on the east side of 
the canal.

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Summer pleasures: Heirloom poppies, garden walks 

s 


k erendipity may 
| sound old fashioned, 


happiness and childlike 
wonder that we experi¬ 
ence when something 
goes right. 

A patch of red poppies 
brightened our shrub 
border for several years. 
Self-sufficient to a fault, 
their blue-grey leaves 
would appear, followed by 
thick pompoms of deep 
red petals and, finally, 
ornate seed pods. A fence 
and new tomato garden 
spelled the end of the pop¬ 
pies, or so I thought. 

With several years of 
growth on the new tomato 
garden and annual culti¬ 
vation (read disturbance) 
of the soil, dormant poppy 
seeds sprang back into 


of Peony-flowered and 
Heirloom Pepperbox 
poppies were sprinkled 
on site, with the hopes 
they would take. Weak 

could muster. The show 
was disappointing to say 
the least, but I shook the 
healthiest seed back in 
the garden, and hoed in 
the weaklings before they 

So where does serendip¬ 
ity come in? 

The garden is divided 
into a series of six raised 
rows, with room to walk 

May, I decided to forgo the 
roto-tiller, because of the 
wet spring, and cultivate 
the rows with my little 
beet hoe. As I worked the 
soil, I noticed the top of 
each hill was lined with 
silvery-blue seedlings — 
poppies. I carefully shaped 
the hills, without disturb¬ 


ing the seedlings. 

The garden was brim¬ 
ming with a bumper crop 
of healthy poppies by 
early June. I tucked in the

Today, the first 1 
poppies are in flower. Tall 
husky plants, with glau¬ 
cous, blue-green leaves, 
heavy green buds weigh 
the poppy’s wiry stems 
down, until they suddenly 
straighten up as the petals 
unfurl. It would appear 
Mother Nature has worked 
her magic. Both types of 
poppy are flowering, had 
we cultivated the garden 
on schedule, I would 
have destroyed the poppy 
seedlings. Serendipity 
prevailed. 

Heirloom Pepperbox 
Breadseed Poppy (Papaver 
spp) offer glorious flow- 

s, handsome pods and 



a black dot at the base of 
each petal, surround an 
ornate centre. Large seed 
pods develop after the 
petals have dropped, blue- 
black seeds are ready to 
harvest once they are dry. 
Check a ripe pod by break¬ 
ing it open to make sure 
the seed is dry. Cut the 
stalks and bunch the pods 
upside down in a large 
paper bag to dry. When 
the seeds are completely 
dry, shake them out, clean 
any debris from the seed 
and store them in a closed 
jar or freeze for later use. 
Use the seed to enhance 
savoury and sweet breads, 
cakes, bagels and salad 
dressings. Dried seed pods 
make beautiful additions 
to flower arrangements. 

Peony Flowering Poppy 
(Papaver paeoniflorum) 
are tall, double-flowering 
annual poppies. Like their 


namesake, each flower 
has hundreds of softly 
ruffled petals, painted in 
luxurious shades of ruby 
and claret. A raised green 
button punctuates the 

is virtually smothered with 
a dome of petals as the 
flower matures. 

Sow seeds of annual 
poppies in the late fall or 
very early spring, well- 

location is best. The seed 
can handle frosts and 
bloom best when the 


plants get a good st: 
cool spring temperatures. 
Thin the seedlings as they 
become established, even¬ 
tually allowing 15 to20 
centimetres between each 
plant, they need room 

watered if the weather 
is dry. Deadheading will 
help prolong blooming.

Caution — construction ahead. 

Signs bearing that warning should he 
a common sight in south Niagara in the 
months ahead, including a number of 
projects in Pelham. 

A regional project to repave Regional 
Rd. 20 from Peachtree Park to Lookout 
St. at a cost of about $4 million, said 
Mayor David Augustyn. 

Plans include new bike lanes, side¬ 
walks on both sides of the street, new 
watermains and a new turning lane to 
Haist St. for northbound traffic as well 
as new traffic signal lights. 

“It’s sort of completing that Haist St. 
area from one end to the other,” he said, 
adding the work will likely be done 
without detouring traffic. 

In addition, the town has awarded a 
$4-million contract to Stevensville Lan- 
scaping for the “total revitalization of 
downtown Fenwick.” 

Augustyn said the project will make 
the community “more walkable," with 
new trees, sidewalks and landscaping, 

“It’s a big project,” he said, adding the 
work is expected to begin in the next 
few weeks with Rankin Construction 
assisting with the "heavy lifting.”

Rd. will continue with plans for new 
pavement from Station St. to Rice Rd. 

Augustyn said the plan also calls for 
the installation of a new septic sewer, 
but homeowners don’t have to hook up 


He said normally when sewers are 
installed property owners must pay for 
the installation, “but we're not doing 

But since the sewers are intended 
to serve a nearby development in the 
area, he said existing property owners 
will only have to pay for adding a new 
sewer pipe on their own property. 

Augustyn said the town is also spend¬ 
ing about $40,000 to repair roads dam¬ 
aged by flooding this spring on Roland, 
Sulphur Springs and Effingham Rds.
